USDA'S LIVESTOCK AND MEAT .situation report for 
May .suggests a drop in cow kill to under two million head 
t his spring for the first time since 1974, although some of 
the deficits incurred in the spring slaughter will likely be 
made up by heavier culling of cows from the herd during the 
summer and spring. 

It is also noted that reductions in non-fed slaughter may 
offset increased fBd beef supplies with total beef production 
approximating the 6.1 billion pounds during the second 
quarter of 1976. Experts then suggest that the net result for 
later this year will likely be relatively higher price increases 
for hamburger and cheaper cuts of beef than for choice and 
prime.

U.S. assistant secretary 
of agriculture For interna¬ 
tional affairs and commod¬ 
ity programs Dale Hatha¬ 
way reiterated the anti-em¬ 
bargo position which other 
USDA officials have been 
stating in recent weeks. 

Hathaway complained to 
a meeting of the National 
Farm Editors of America 
meeting in Washington, 
D.C., “people don't believe 
us...(that) we do not intend 
to embargo soybeans."

He said he believes there 
will be an allocation of 
soybean supplies as high 
prices encourage users to 
turn In oilier protein 
sources. 

Hathaway acknowledged 
there has been talk of 
selling surplus Commodity 
Credit Corp. skim milk stock 
to help ease the tight 
protein supply situation.

FCC asked to 
investigate 
clear stations 

An appeal has been made 
to the Federal Communica¬ 
tions Commission by the 
National Livestock Feeders 
Assn, urging a “searching 
investigation" of the 
amount of service to rural 
and agricultural areas that 
is provided by the nation's 
25 Class 1-A clear channel 
radio stations. 

NLFA executive vice 
president B. H. (Bill) Jones, 
Omaha, Neb., In a state¬ 
ment submitted to FCC 
Chairman Richard G. Wi¬ 
ley, Washington, D. C., 
presented results of a ‘Rural 
Service Survey' of the 26 
clear channel stations. 

The federal regulatory 
agency was asked to 
consider transferring clear 
channel protection and 
stronger broadcast power 
from those stations pro¬ 
viding practically none or no 
rural service, to those less 
powerful stations now doing 
a good job of rural program¬ 
ming and who will commit 
themselves to fulfilling the 
clear channel responsibili¬ 
ties. 

The membership of the 
NLFA recently adopted 
policy strongly supporting 
retention of clear channel 
radio stations, on the basis 
that rural listeners are still 
dependent upon their clear¬ 
er. stronger signals. 

BuL the 12,Q0(J-membor 
organization has voiced 
serious concern over the 
failure of several such 
broadcast stations to fulfill 
Lhe rural programming re¬ 
sponsibilities which go 
hand-in-lmnd with the clear 
channel protection and level 
of power accorded them 
The rural service survey 
of the clear channel stations 
was conducted by the NLFA 
in cooperation with the re¬ 
search division of Holland 
Dreves Reilly.
